Sir: — In compliance with law, I have the honor to submit here- 
with the anniMl report of this deparbm-ent for tihe year ending 
September SOtli, 1897, exhibiting by tabnlaited sbateme^ta -the 
aoupces from which the Mvenue of the State is derived, and the 
receipte and disburs^nen'ts of same from tihe first of October, 1896, 
to the 30th of September, 1897, both inclusive, and also such 
statistdcal and ollher information as it is made my duty by kw to 
submit for your consideration. The tenth annual report of the 
InBuranoe Department of this office "will be found in part sec- 
ond of this report, and I desire to "caJl your attention to the recom- 
mendations of amendments to our instu'flnce laws which ex- 
perience in this department has suggested, and hope they will meet 
your approval and ttat *he needed legiBlatnon may be had. Since 
the date of my last report, October lEJt, 1896, the Statte Treasurefr 
has received and duly oertifiied to tliis office, and my receipts psxup- 
erly issued for tihe sum of $2,929,388.89, which amount has been 
charged to him on the books of this department. 

Executive warrants or drafts drawn on the Treasurer, under the 
general appropriation acta of 1896 and 1897, and the several' spe- 
cial approprialaon acts, amounting to $3,974,065.77, have been' 
audited and approved by me in accordance with law, and paid by 
him for tihe same period, and his aocount.credited therewiitih.

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Thinking that a steteraent showing •th© assessed value of the 
property of the State for taxation for each year banning with the 
year 1879, giving valuatioTi of "the gemeral property and the prop- 
erty of railroads separately, and the tax levy for each of said 
years, would be interesting, I have tabulated such information, 
which will be found below. 

It will be observed from this statement that, notwithstanding 
■the continued large increase in itihe taxable property of the State 
from year to year, the rate of taxation has also increased cor- 
respondingly, thus largely increasing the burden of the people.

The property of railxOaids which 'hare cfharber exemptions from 
ad valorem 'taxation but are taxed upon tih^edr net imeomee is not in- 
cluded in the value of railroad property in the above table. This 
exempted property is estimated to be wortih at least $18,000,000, 
whicJh would muke the aggr^ate value of this property in round 
figures $60,000,000. It will be seen from the foregoing taible 
that up to itihe year 1893 the increase in the value of the prop- 
erty has been quite large each year, but Bince Ijhat time our valula- 
tiona 'have remained about the Same ntttwithBtaniiing lihe general 
fin'aneial depression wlii<& has prevailed in all aectibns of our coon- 
tiy. It will be observed ithat *he general property of the State has 
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increeaed since 1879 nearly one huitdred per cemt. flnd the rail- 
road property about four hundred and fifty per cent, which is in- 
deed a marvelouB development and growth for bo alhort a period 
and should be a source of great gratification to all Georgians. 
While Georgia's wealth has been increasing, I regret that our ex- 
pendJtureB 'haTe been suoh «8 bo require a constantly increasing 
tax rate, until we 'have reacbed this year itihe ihigheet rate levied 
for thirty yeara, and that too in epite lof "tlhe fact thaft tfce taxable 
property 'baa doubled in value during this period, tihus ^Wwing 
Idiat without ■^is large iaoreaae in tihe value of out property tJie 
Stale rate wovfld be oveo- one per cent. 

These figures speak for 'themselves, and doubtless will receive 
the careful eonsideraibion of the General Assembly at the approecli- 
ing eeesioii. 

It is graitifying and highly encouraging to note Hhe fact that 
notwithstanding there is a small decrease in the 'aesessed v^ue of 
property of the State this year over 1896, this decrease is in tihe 
value of oily and railroad property and not in oounftry property, 
this 1-atter showing quite a nice increase. 

To dhow in d^rtail to what exttent many of the cbief and more 
important classes of our property has increased in value, I have pre- 
pared the following statement:

From a o^^ful study of the tabulated statemente showing bhe 
■value of lihe different ibeans or olaesee of property retumeid in the 
several oouiuties wf tJhk State, it, will <be obaerved IJIiai 'there is a 
great want of equality in our Bystem of tax aeaeesmenits wihioh can 
only be remedied by some wise and ]uat equalization or aseeeament 
law. No eySbem of assessment abould be ooutdnned whicii puts 
the conscientious and honest ibaxpayeo- of tife State in a oonidition 
whea^ he must bear more tihsm his proportion of the buAleii of tax- 
ation, and peimite tlie leee oonecieatioits taxpayer to escape his 
jii^ and fair proportion of ithie taxes of the StatBe. Host of -tilie 
other States provide for assessments under regulations similar to 
the system employed by our cSti^ and towns, and liheir laws seem 
to meet the approval of tte people and certainly correct the evils 
of voluntary tax returns by the individual texpayeir. The law of 
1890, which sought to equalize taxes, was only in operation for 
one year and would 'hflve added much to our revenue and equally 
distributed Hh© burdiens of taSation had it not been repealed. T^e 
discrepancies in the land acreage of #ie State re*tumed for taxation 
has excited special orirtacism, but it is no lees strange thait a flanuer 
will return leea acreage of land ttan he owns, tlhan that a miOTchant 
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will Tetum leeB mercii^dise lihaii he held on ^tiie date fixed for 
the return of property for 'taaartdon, or that a factory preeideat 
will return hie property below its valua TMse are some of iihe 
evils w'hidh must be carreoted only through wioe aiwi siiiiple BBsesB- 
ment laws. Eight years' experience in the execution of the acta 
of 1889 and 1890, eubjecrting railroad property in this State to 
county 'and municipal taxation, has demonBtrated the neoeodty 
for slight amiendmeiats of the law. I would suggest that these 
acts be amraided so ae to require lall railroads to pay thear oounty 
and nmnicipfil taxes to the Comptroller-General at ifhe same lime 
they pay their State taxes to that officer, and that he be required 
to receipt for and remit said taxes to the treasurers of the coun- 
ties and municipalilieia, taking their reeeiptB for same and beep 
tJieni on file in his office. 

This system will enable this office to keep a oomplete and cor- 
rect reoord of these taxes and facilitate prompt collections of thean. 
Under the present law the Comptroller-General is required to fur- 
nish county and city tax-collectors with statements of the amounts 
due them by railroads owning property in their counties and cities, 
and if said taxes are not paid on the 20th of December, said tax-col- 
lecbore are required to ntitify thie Oomptrolier^General, w^hoae duty 
it is to issue executions for said unpaid taxes and place them in the 
bauds of am officea* for colle<Stion. These executions are frequently 
paid and no notice of tflie faiet ever given to itis office of said pay- 
ment, and the execuition docket fcept in my office will ebow no set- 
tlement of said taxes, thus leaving the record incomplete and creat- 
ing confusion. 

I respectfully Hu^;est that the law fixing tflie firat of April of 
each year as the date on whiiclb tax-receivere ^all begin to re- 
ceive 'taxes be amended so as to require ttem to b^n work after 
the first day of January and to close iiheir books on tlhe first day 
of Hay of each year. This will enable the receivers to complete 
their tax books and file them in thds ofBce by the first of JuDie, amd 
■R-ill reach mwab. personal property which is held in tibis State on 
that date, but whicii disaippeairs altogether by the first. of April, 
thus losing a lai^ revenue each year to the State. Tax-receivftrs 
- complain every year that justices o£ the peace will not furnish 
them with lists of the taxpayers, whiob prevent them from mak- 
ing correct schedules of the deifaulteiB in iiheir counties. I would 
suggest that if Borne oompensaticHi is provided for this work tihe 
justices would comply with tihe law. 
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I am informed that many tax-eollectors make no record on their 
digests of tihe date of tihe payment of taxes by tihe individiai'l tax- 
payers. I would therefore suggest tiiat a law be passed requiring 
aueb record to be made, giving date of payment of eajct pea-son's 
tax, 30 that the stub of the receipt and the entry on the digest will 
cheek against each other, Respeotfully,
